While federal 
aid was limited, relief in dollars and 
materials for those less fortunate from 
groups across the state and mid-Atlantic 
was immeasurable. 


When tragedy strikes 


Spending hours sifting through the rubble 
left in the tornado's path, emergency 
personnel sectioned off many square miles 
in the Tri-cities. The tornado showed no 
mercy as three bodies were found in the 
Colonial Heights Walmart. The 119 
casualties here were the most in the state 
as the tornado drove a path of destruction 
through nineteen other counties. 
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Bridging the gap 


Flinging debris up against the bridge 
causing limited structural damage, the 
tornado narrowly missed this Old Towne 
landmark. Repairs to the Martin Luther 
King Memorial Bridge which connects 
Petersburg and Colonial Heights began 
shortly after the disaster. Damage in this 
area of Petersburg alone amounted to 
over $25 million.

Tri-Cities left to rebuild after tornado disaster

As the wind picks up, a young girl clings desperately to her bed 
in terror. The windows explode into tiny shards of glass as the 
fierce storm rages on, tearing off the roof like a small child 
demolishing a fragile toy. “CUT!” screams the director from 
somewhere off-stage. Many people wished they had the 
power to stop the tornadoes that ripped through the state in 
early August, 1993. The worst tornadoes to hit the state in 
twenty-four years visited the Commonwealth on Friday, 
August 6 at 1:30 P.M. ina series of twelve twisters. Over $50 
million dollars worth of damage was reported, but no one 
could place a dollar amount on the four deaths and over 170 
injuries that occurred. Hundreds of people were taken by 
surprise as one twister cut a fifty foot path through Walmart in 
Colonial Heights. Three people were killed and 119 were 
injured in the store alone. Sandra Sherman, an employee at 
the Walmart, was on duty when the tornado hit. “It was like 
a war zone; everyone was disoriented, and many people were 
injured. What impressed me the most was that many of those 
uninjured stopped to help others who were injured,” she said. 
Riverside Apartment Complex in Hopewell was also hard hit 
in the storm. Christopher Jason Wilson and his wife, Kim- 
berly, were in their apartment when the storm hit, tearing the 
roof off their building and destroying half of the complex. “I 
honestly didn’t think Jay, my husband, and I were going to 
make it.” Although no one was killed, 60 units were de- 
stroyed, and 50 families were displaced. Tornadoes caused 
damage in 19 counties as they snapped trees as is they were 
toothpicks and threw cars around like a spoiled child. Connie 
Pickwell was at her home in Hopewell when the tornado hit 
and went to the window in time to see her car flying through 
the air. “When it [the tornado] picked up our car, I thought 
it was all over,” she later said about the incident. Despite the 
massive damage the tornadoes caused, on August 31, 1993, 
the Federal Emergency Management Agency (FEMA) de- 
clared that damages were not severe enough to merit federal 
relief. The support of the community, however, was greater 
than anyone expected. One-hundred soldiers from Fort Lee’s 
49th Quartermaster Group were mobilized as a cleanup crew 
over the weekend. The Red Cross was also out in full force 
providing over 100 meals that weekend alone, and finding 
shelter for over 50 displaced families. The merchants of 
Breckenridge Shopping Center in Chester organized an auc- 
tion to provide relief for tornado victims. Local civic groups 
also got involved by providing such services as home repair, 
clothing and food drives, and even baby-sitting services for 
those busy with the clean up effort. Although this was a 
tragedy of immeasurable proportion, it was a true testimony 
to the spirit and compassion of our community.

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The handshake of peace 


On September 13, 1993, all eyes were on 
two old enemies in their new roles as 
peacemakers.

Moments earlier, 
Rabin's Israel and Arafat's PLO had signed 
a peace treaty. The PLO recognized the 
right of Israel to live in peace; Israel in 
turn recognized the PLO as the represen- 
tative of Palestinians. President Clinton, 
who guided the leaders to their historic 
handshake, called it a "great occasion of 


history and hope." 


War in Bosnia 


The civil war in what was once Yugosla- 
via moved through its second year at 
terrible human cost: as many as 200,000 
people were dead or missing, including 
ten United Nations relief workers. The 
18-month-old civil war began in 1992 
when Serbs rebelled over a vote by the 
republic's Muslims and Croats to secede 
from Serb-dominated Yugoslavia and form 
two separate governments. Croatia and 
Muslim-dominated Bosnia-Herzegovina 
initially allied against the more powerful 
Serbs, but their alliance dissolved amidst 
bitter turf battles between Croats and 
Muslims in the second half of 1993. The 
U.N. tried several times, unsuccessfully, 


to establish cease-fires.

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Breaking chains of 1948 brings hopeful future

Sprawled out before us are the undulating streams of futurity concealed in a veil of ignorance. Nothing at present matters to 
the interminably flowing stream but the direction we are pointed. The past acts as an educator controlling time's fulcrum, and 
the possibilities roll onward. Fortunately, the temporal juggernaut glides to the pacific shores instead of plummeting to the 
ominous, rocky crags. The precarious development of whatis to most modern minds progress, allows them to recline and enjoy 
the succor of their hands anxiously patting their backs. Voting rights have been instated in South Africa after 46 years of 
oppression; the Israeli Prime Minister, Yitzhak Rabin, and PLO leader, Yasir Arafat, came to terms. The waves of time certainly 
frolicked over, impetuously pounded against, and soothed our ailing earth. In 1948, the Nationalist Party, consisting of 
Afrikaners, Caucasians descended from the Dutch, gained political control, instituting a policy of segregation. One of the blights 
on our world's history of civil liberties, segregation means "separateness" in the Afrikaners tongue, occurring on the basis of: 
housing, education, public accommodations, and transportation. This policy forbid black's suffrage and classified people 
according to race as well. Now, Nelson Mandella, previously leader of the African National Congress (ANC), has successfully 
negotiated with President F.W. DeClerk and, of similar importance, Zulu Chieftain Mangosuthu Butzheli, to triumph with a vast 
majority in free elections where he was voted president of the state. President DeClerk, astoundingly, negotiated himself out 
of the most powerful authoritarian position in the nation. Butzheli terminated a three-month boycott of the elections and 
condoned them, averting a civil war. DeClerk, compelled by conditions including rioting, inadequate housing, education, and 
50 on, agreed to voting by blacks. The firmly entrenched tool of prejudice, apartheid, collapsed after 46 long years of smothering 
oppression. Traverse a few thousand miles and behold the rapidly changing holy land, Palestine. Between 1800 and 1500 
B.C., Abraham, father of the Jewish people, travelled to Israel and established a Semitic population. Later, the state was 
conquered by the Romans, and some time in the seventh century A.D., Arabs usurped power. In 1948, the Jews took it back, 
establishing an area for Jewish repatriation. What followed was a 46 year period of bloodshed, tears, unspeakable agony, and 
widespread hatred. The Palestine Liberation Organization (PLO), comprised of Arabs, vowed to reclaim the state by any means. 
Israeli forces remained as intransigent as the PLO in retaining the land to which they felt entitled. Finally, a panacea for the horror 
that appeared. Arafat, Rabin, and idealist, Shimon Perez, have engineered a peace treaty that may end the violence. The treaty 
would force the PLO's recognition of Israel's statehood and a termination of its violence against Israel; also, autonomy would 
be gradually granted to Arab population centers throughout the country. The treaty has been a success although opposed by 
Fundamental Muslims who still want the entire country, and extreme Jews who want no mediation of government and power. 
Both advances are subject to possible violence and fragmentation. South African voting reform and equality and peace in Israel 
is not certain; opposition exists. The monumental direction, however, favors a harmoniously-integrated future with hope. The 
hope will soon become reality, contingent on the contributions of a constructive, peaceful society.

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Students cope with pressure from society

The statistics speak for themselves when it comes to social problems involving 
teens: drug and alcohol use, death by handgun, suicide, sexual activity, 
pregnancy, abortion, and disease. The numbers regarding teen drug and 
alcohol experimentation and abuse are all up; in fact nationally, better than 
eight out of ten 1992 graduates admitted to some form of involvement with one 
or both. Astonishingly in the same year, almost ten-thousand teens ended up 
fatally at the wrong end of a handgun; the math reveals that 28 adolescents a 
day, one student below the average size of a single high school class in America 
for 1992, lost their lives from gunshot wounds. Simply put, that was like 
eliminating one classroom from an American high school each day. Alarm- 
ingly, suicide seems to be on the increase among teens, and is presently the 
second highest cause of death among them. Nearly 400,000 teens attempted 
suicide in 1992. A survey of teens in high school revealed that seven out of 
ten of them had engaged in some sexual activity, and in 1992 over a quarter- 
of-a-million teen girls became pregnant; well over half of them opted for 
abortions. The 1994 school year may well go down in history - or legend - as 
the Year of Tonya and Nancy. Their story clearly dominated the media, 
particularly in January and February during the Winter Olympics. Other 
stories, however, did not go unnoticed. Michael Jackson was accused of 
molesting a young teenager and settled out of court. Sadly, and perhaps with 
the greatest meaning to most adolescents because of his age at the time of his 
tragic death, actor River Phoenix was found dead outside a Los Angeles rock 
club ofa drug overdose. His loss may well remain symbolic of the struggle teens 
faced daily in America in the mid-1990's. Lastly, during the week of graduation, 
actor and sports broadcaster O.J. Simpson was accused and charged with the 
murder of his ex-wife, Nicole Brown Simpson. The facts and stories from the 
media speak for themselves; we may well live in dark times. Ultimately, they 
raise one final question: where do we draw the line in our world between that 
which is fact and that which is fiction? Not even our greatest writers could 
conjure up plots like the one weaved by Tonya Harding, nor could they ever 
create a tragedy as heart-wrenching as that of the River Phoenix story.

A shaky hand carefully reaches out 
and grabs an arm from a pile of spare 
parts.

Project Awareness is 
not just used in Math and Science 
classes, but also in English. "Stress- 
ing communications skills is another 
large goal of Project Awareness. 
Being able to express your ideas well 
is paramount to conducting business 
well," said English teacher, Mary Jean 
D'Alessio. In fact, the project now 
effects all subjects. All in all, this pro- 
gram, designed to develop thinking 
processes on a higher level, will pro- 
vide an added edge to our students 
in a job market upon graduation.

...Day three began with a swim test and a 
snorkel lesson. Students were taught how to 
inflate and deflate the BC (flotation device), 
how to use hand signals, how to fit and use a 
snorkel and mask, and how to clear the 
snorkel of water by saying, “Zoot!”

YB: Who went on the England trip? 

ML: Joyce Curry, Betty-Lou Greene, Mary Jean 
D'Alessio, and me from TDHS, and Anne Savedge from 
the Chesterfield Tech Center between January 28th 
and February 25th. 

YB: What was the main objective of the trip? 

ML: To familiarize the American teachers with the 
program of instruction, the British curriculum. 

YB: While in England, what did you do? 

ML: We visited schools, interacted with students, ob- 
served classes, and talked with faculty. I visited St. 
Thomas Moore school and Victoria, both in Crewe, 
Cheshire, England. I worked at Eropa Scientific. There 
I translated scientific documents and press releases to 
French as well as interviewed various employees. 

YB: What parts of England did you visit? 


ML: Being there a short time, I visited Windsor, Crewe, 
Derbyshire, Chester, Nantwich, and Sandbach. On my 
weekend, I went to Wales. 

YB: Did you notice many differences in England from 
the United States? If so, what were they? 

ML: Their school day is from 9:00-3:15. Students wear 
uniforms and religion is taught in most public schools. 
Students pay for bus transportation if they live less than 
3 miles from school. People were more environmen- 
tally-conscious in that they drank more coffee than tea. 
College is not open to all. School is on block scheduling 
of 70 minutes. The students were very polite. 

YB: What did you learn from this visit in another 
country? 

ML: Basically that students are the same the world over. 
It was interesting to note the enthusiasm the kids had for 
learning about America. The world via technology has 
definitely shrunk. Downsizing has hit the business world 
in England as it has here. Good service is very important 
from business. You must be able to do more than one 
specific job. Collaboration is very important. 

These teachers carry with them not only an experience 
of an intercontinental trip, but memories of another 
culture and tradition, as well.

Two teachers struggle to win the battle against cancer

Imagine sitting on an examining table in a hospital, your legs dangling below. The small, white cubicle seems to 
close in as you await the result of your medical test. You are wearing a thin hospital gown which allows the frigid 
air of the room to filter inside and envelop your skin. As a cold sweat breaks out on your forehead, you glance 
around the room. To your rightis a sterile tray covered with sterile instruments. To your left is a counter, off which 
the cold, white light is reflected. The loud, rhythmical thumping of your heart breaks the silence of the room. 
Suddenly there is a click and the door swings open. Your doctor enters, wearing a solemn look on his face. Some 
teachers have lived through such a stressful and anxious experience this year, including Anne Delhagen and Anita 
Swinton. Anne Delhagen, language arts and social studies teacher at Knightsbridge Academy, did not have any 
symptoms of lung cancer, but in mid-March, her doctor discovered a malignant tumor in one lung. She had surgery 
in late March, but the doctor did not remove the tumor because they believed it was better to leave it. Because 
of her surgery being done near Spring vacation, Delhagen did not miss a lot of time at work. In late March, she 
started chemotherapy. Every three weeks, she was admitted to the hospital for 24-hour treatments. Delhagen 
would also undergo radiation treatments. English teacher Anita Swinton found a cyst on her head in March 1993; 
it began growing in September. After a failed attempt to treat the growth with antibiotics, her dermatologist 
suggested a biopsy in December. Even after the biopsy, the doctor was not sure if the growth was linked to skin 
cancer or lymphoma, whichis a form of cancer in the lymph nodes. To determine whatit was, the doctor performed 
another biopsy that was larger and more involved in mid-January. The result of the second biopsy was positive 
for lymphoma. She underwent delicate surgery on March 1, 1994 when the neurosurgeon and plastic surgeon 
successfully removed the tumor on her skull. Recovering from the operation, Swinton was out of school for about 
four weeks. Following the surgery, she went through twenty daily radiation treatments. The cancer has not spread 
to any other parts of her body. Varied reactions result from the discovery of cancer. "In the beginning, I think you 
go through a lot of shock,” said Delhagen, who smoked for 22 years and got lung cancer at the age of 40. She 
experienced the need to get past the feelings of others and to be concerned with herself and getting well. The first 
reaction of Swinton was numbness; it was as if she had heard the doctor, but the diagnosis did not affect her. Both 
teachers expressed appreciation of the little things in life after being diagnosed with the disease. They also felt the 
need to worry about the petty matters of life. "It has caused me to step back and look at what is really important," 
Delhagen said. As a result of the cancer, Swinton now spends more time with her family. She plans to volunteer 
in acancer center so she can help others with the illness. Speaking of her students, Swinton said, "I hope they see 
that lam a strong person, so if they have to go through this with a relative, I can be a role model for them." Through 
her experience with the disease, she hopes she can help her students also cope with it. For many people, it is difficult 
to get back to their normal lives after the discovery of cancer. Delhagen and Swinton felt what helped them was 
the supportiveness of their families and the positive concerns of both the faculty and students. "I think what got 
me through it was my faith. It was God's strength that gave me strength," Swinton replied. Delhagen said, "I have 
always thought that getting cancer means signing your death warrant, but now I know that getting well has a lot 
to do with your attitude." These two women are examples of a courageous fight against the disease. They are also 
a witness against the myth that cancer means the end.

The phone rings; the baby screams; the oven goes off, and a pile of homework lies on the 
bedroom floor that has not been touched since school let out. This is the hectic afternoon of 
Sonya Leonard, a student at West Brook High School in Detriot, Michigan, who in the last nine 
months has seen her life change overnight. Ever since Justin, her son, was born, there just has not been 
enough hours in the day to accomplish everything that must be done. “An average day for me can begin 
anywhere from four or five a.m. and end between midnight or one o’clock in the morning. Justin must 
be fed, clothed, constantly watched, and prepared for the sitter, and | must prepare myself for school 
as well,” said Leonard. For the average senior, daily worries revolve around school, sports, clubs, 
dating, prom, and graduation. “I used to think that my schedule was hectic before the baby. I wasa 
seventeen year old mother twenty-four hours a day and a student for seven or more,” said Lisa McGee, 
a Chicago mother who had a baby when she wasa teen. Constant discussion about school, jobs, and 
pregnancy brings up the issue of the future. When a baby is born to a teenage mother, conclusions are 
drawn that the life of the mother is over. “Lots of my friends and family told me that my life was over. 
I feel that I can still set goals and reach them, but it will take longer and more work,” McGee also said. 
Having a full time responsibility requires many sacrifices from everyone involved with the mother and 
child. “Without my family, my life would be impossible - their sacrifices allow me to keep Justin and 
attend school at the same time. They serve as a baby sitter, financial assistance, and moral support,” 
said Leonard.

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Study Hard 
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Women given less access than male counterparts

s women enter the world of sports, they are too often shot down. Look at the 
evidence; few if any professional women's leagues or teams even exist. Unlike their 
male counterparts, when females play sports in high school and excel at them, 
recruiting wars are few and far between. So few collegiate programs can afford to 
do the same kind of intensive research and recruiting that is part and parcel of being 
a high school male superstar. Some will get partial scholarships for softball, or 
soccer, or perhaps even basketball, but these non-revenue generating collegiate 
sports cannot possibly invest the same kind of money as can the football and male 
basketball programs. Consequently, young women with post-secondary plans have 
to hit the books to survive. Senior Su Yu, ranked in the top ten in her class, knew 
she had to study hard and play even harder to earn even a partial scholarship for 
college. "The athletic world is male-dominated, but that is changing, and us female 
athletes are helping to bring about change," said Yu. Senior volleyballer Pam 
Houston, also ranked in the top ten in her class, was voted Most Athletic Female 
this year, and she finally received a scholarship for her athletic prowess from UNC 
at Greensboro. "I think it's extremely unfair that more opportunities exist for boys 
to receive sports scholarships than there are for girls. Many universities simply do 
no have the funds to adequately provide a sufficient number of athletic scholarships 
or grants for females regardless of the sport. It's an injustice to all women athletes," 
said Houston. Clearly, females often feel discriminated against because they 
compete in and against a male-dominated athletic society. What may keep the hope 
that this injustice will change are the thousands of high school athletic programs 
across the nation that provide young women with opportunities that did not exist 
for them even a decade ago. Ultimately, athletics provides young women the 
opportunity to be a team player, and research shows that a young person who learns 
that at the high school level carries that with her into college and beyond; likely, 
such team play will enhance her career opportunities.

World Cup brings exposure to U.S. shores

asual American soccer fans are proudly aware that the 
World Cup came to the United States in June, 1994. Soccer 
officials hoped that holding the World Cup Games here would 
establish soccer as a major sport in the US; and advertisers 
launched ads to promote the event. The World Cup was a 
month-long series of competitions among 24 nations held in 
nine major US cities. The 52-game series was expected to 
create $4 billion in Cup-related revenues. For instance, soccer 
apparel, which had already become trendy, would boost in 
sales. Eurosport, a mail-order catalogue, now goes to more 
than four million customers in the US, and UMBRO, once a 
little-known uniform maker in England, is now a hot logo. 
Not only did soccer apparel become trendy, but the sport itself 
has, too. More American kids play soccer than football or 
baseball. Last year's US Cup, a six-game tournament, 
averaged 48,000 fans per match. A recent publication said 
that, "The sport is really starting to generate revenue, income 
and exposure. That's what you have to do to be a sport in 
America." Estimated turnout for a single World Cup match 
was 50,000 or more. Altogether, preparations for the event 
were strenuous. Nine stadiums across the US were selected 
to host the 1994 World Cup Soccer Games. In three stadiums, 
grass was laid over artificial turf. The average cost of 
preparing each stadium was $2 million.

The Tonva/iahey story 


Stars from opposite worlds collide for all to see

T onya Harding's attorney, Jane Smith, made this statement in 
Harding's defense to a Michigan Supreme Court judge: "Tonya Harding 
is not, nor has she ever been, like most skaters; she is never politic nor 
polished, sociable nor sophisticated. She is the bead of rough sweat in 
a field of dainty perspirers. The January 6th attack on skater Nancy 
Kerrigan was a feeble attempt by her husband, Jeff Gilooly, to push Miss 
Harding higher up in Olympic trial standings without her knowledge. 
It is hard for anyone to believe that a hard-core, low-class girl from a 
trailer park could ever bloom into a delicate world-class skater. When 
Miss Harding bloomed, the world could not accept it." Seemingly 
hundreds of different stories circulated throughout the nation and even 
the world about the Kerrigan attack. The media began Tonya Harding 
watches, stalking her apartment and practice sessions. Harding could not 
make a move in public without a camera recording it. Alternatively, 
sympathy for Kerrigan mounted prior to the Olympics; most Americans 
viewed her as a poor victim of a heinous act of violence. What happened 
has been the source of television movies, literally thousands of newspaper 
and magazine articles, and even two books. Shawn Eckert, a former 
friend of Gilooly's, conspired to damage rival Kerrigan's knee to prevent 
her from participating in the Winter Olympics. This would allow 
Harding to retain the title of US Champion going into the games. Gilooly 
and Eckert hired army-enthusiast Shane Stant to strike Kerrigan with a 
retractable aluminum police baton at the Olympic festival in Detroit. 
Within days of the shocking event, a private detective hired by the 
Kerrigan family uncovered the evidence - a piece of videotape from the 
crime scene - that would eventually lead the FBI to Eckert, Gilooly, and 
ultimately Harding. Whether Harding was an intergral part of the 
conspiracy will remain a mystery, but she did plead guilty to conspiracy 
charges in April and was sentenced to probation and public service. 
Could Harding, the scrappy girl from the trailer park who climbed so 
high after suffering so much, really be behind the plot to destroy her 
rival? Would Kerrigan, so elegant and delicate a girl from a prominent 
and sturdy family, ever fully recover from the stigma attached to being 
Harding's victim? Clearly, both suffered ridicule. Kerrigan, after 
criticizing olympic judges who awarded her a silver medal when she felt 
she deserved the gold, made several public appearances after the 
olympics, including one at Disney World, where she was overheard 
complaining about how silly she felt. Ultimately, we may never know 
what really happened in Detroit on a cold day in January, but the plot 
behind one of the biggest sports scandals ever is secondary to the one, 
remaining question: how can these two girls from seemingly opposite 
backgrounds live in a world that so closely put them beneath a magnifying 
glass because of one senseless act of violence? As quickly as they made 
national and international headlines, they disappeared from them; now, 
their story seems to be the stuff from which legends are made.

Next, like any good puzzle-maker, we organize the puzzle's pieces 
into groups, then we begin the tedious task of putting it all together. 
Searches are made to find the perfect piece, just as searches are 
made to find the perfect photograph. The significant difference, 
however, between what we do and what the master puzzle-maker 
does is simple: the puzzle-maker has the advantage of looking at the 
puzzle's box to get a concrete idea of how all the pieces fit together; 
we can only visualize our puzzle's box. True puzzle-makers know 
how important seeing the box is in the development of their 
creation. In yearbook, we have to envision the cover of the box; in 
fact, we have to make each piece - actually develop them - before 
we can complete the page. This takes vision, which we have. The 
only difference between a yearbook and a jigsaw puzzle one buys 
at the toy store is that the one in the box is already designed and 
printed. In yearbook, not only are we the grand puzzle-piecers, but 
we also have to manufacture each piece of the puzzle. Like any 
individual constructing a puzzle, we have to be diligent and dedi- 
cated to our product. While all of this may sound puzzling, the 
formula for success has been to make and put the pieces together 
in order to bring you the 1994 version of our puzzle, the Reflector.
